E hear and read so much about 
“relative values”, and the idea 
oe” | expressed in those words contain much 
food for thought. The Catholic Church 
has been motivated from the very be- 
ginning of her existence by “relative 
values” in all her activities. She has 
always kept before her people that 
things temporal have no value at all 
when compared to things eternal; and 
that, therefore, the things which pro- 
mote temporal well-being have a value 
infinitely less than the things which 
promote one’s eternal well-being.

"| the time of Christ the Jews, both 


of Palestine and Egypt, did re- 
gard what you call “the Apocry- 
pha” as inspired. The change of 
attitude on the part of the Jews 
was caused by the ascendency of 
the Pharisee influence after the 
destruction of Jerusalem. The 
Pharisees hated the Machabees, 
because Judas Maccabeus and 
his sons had not belonged to 
their sect. At the same time it 
is to be noted that the Jews were 


still doubtful about some of the’! 


proto-canonical books, as late as 
A. D, 118, when at a national 
council in Jamnia, Palestine, 
they discussed whether or not 
they would admit to their canon 
the books of Ezechiel, Ecclesias- 
tes, Ruth, Esther, Proverbs, and 
the Canticle of Canticles (Song 
of Solomon). The domination of 
the Jews by the Pharisees is 
clearly proved by this fact. Now, 
isn’t it a little remarkable that 
the Protestant world should not 
have heeded Our ‘Lord’s warn- 
ing, “Beware of the leaven of 
the scribes and Pharisees,” with 
respect to the Sacred Scrip- 
tures? The statement made in 
the Introduction, in the Catholic 


Bible, to I Machabees is to the 


point: “The Church, in settling 
her canon of the Scriptures, 
chose rather to be directed by 
the tradition she had received 
from the Apostles of Christ, 
than by that of the scribes and 
Pharisees.” It is the shame, 
rather than the glory, of the 
Protestant world that it has fol- 
lowed the unbelieving Jews on 
this question. 

When the Septuagint was 
written at Alexandria, Egypt, 


between 280 B. O. and 130 B. C.,| 


all the Jews were agreed about 
the inspiration of these books. 
It is to the Pharisee influence, 
developing later, that we are to 
attribute doubts concerning the 
place of these books in the Can- 
on. As the deuteroi were written 
later than the proto-canonical 
books, they yet lacked (what the 
proteit had) confirmation by 
some divinely-inspired prophet 
before the coming of Our Lord. 
Thus, their canonization had 
been retarded; but this is not 
surprising, since II Machabees 
could not have been written be- 
fore 1380 B. C©.; hence, these 
books were considered in a class 
by themselves, as “books of the 
second canon.” However, the 
same is the case with the deu- 
tero-canonical books of the New 
Testament, the recognition of 
which by the Church was also 
retarded because they were writ- 
ten later than the others. 

| The books of the deuteroi 
were regarded as inspired from 
the beginning of the Church's 
history. The early Church used 
the Septuagint (or Greek Old 
Testament) exclusively until 
150 A. D., and the Septuagint 
contained these books. The deu- 
teroi are found in the Old Latin 
and Syriac versions which came 
into use in the Church after 150 
A. D. St. Clement of Rome, St. 
Irenaeus, St. Hippolytus, Ter- 
tullian, and St. Cyprian in the 
West quote from them and re- 
gard them as inspired along 
with the other Old Testament 
books; the same is the case with 
the Fathers of the East: St. 
Barnabas, St. Polycarp, St. Athe- 
nagoras, St. Clement of Alexan- 
dria, Origen, and St. Dionysius 
of Alexandria. Nobody, who

Before our party was 
received in special audience I personally was alone with His 
Holiness for twenty minutes, during which time we conversed 
about conditions in the diocese of Fort Wayne, about Our 
Sunday Visitor. and about our automobile tour of France, 
Italy, Switzerland and Germany. 

This was a busy year for the Holy Father. Large piigrim- 
ages from all over Europe, and especially from Italy itself, 
were in Rome every day, and he was compelled to give them 
of his time. He was particularly generous to our little party, 
because on the same day seven groups, many times larger, 
were to be received by him. He blessed our religious articles, 
addressed the party for several minutes, thanking us for 
coming so far to honor him on the occasion of his golden sac- 
erdota! jubilee. He said that his blessing was to go out to al! 
the relatives and friends of each present, and that it was to 
be applied according to the intention of each. He made this 
remark in perfect English. 

Every member of our party was thrilled over the 
audience with the Vicar of Jesus Christ, and were deeply af- 
fected by the human side of the Pope, standing before them 
while assisting in the opening of the package sent him 
through us by the Sister of the Saint. Of course, all of us 
wil] treasure the gift presented us {in person by His Holiness, 
will have the same framed and hung in our homes.

Mr. Raynor, who has been giving the Regents’ tests for 
eight years, said that sixty-nine per cent of the classes enter- 
ing high school last February failed {n arithmetic, and ninety- 
three per cent in English; that the average grade made in 
arithmetic tests over the eight year period was forty-six 
per cent. ; 

Years ago when educational standards for teachers were 
much lower, when sixty and seventy children crowded into 
one or two room school houses, the children learned the three 
“Rs” much more thoroughly than they do to-day. |
